In the simple comfortable gy 
of her father, Rev. Silas McKee! 
Bradford, Vt., was born, June 14, 1822, 
his fourth daughter, Philena McKeen. 
She died at Andover, Mass., May 13, 
1898, the last of her family, and almost 
eeventy years old. 

The blood of the Scotch Covenanters 
flowed:'in her veins, for she was de- 
scended from James McKeen, a magis- 
trate of that remarkable’ band which 
emigrated from Derry, Ireland, to Lon- 
donderry, New Hampshire, in the 
spring of 1719. As might have been 
expected with such ancestry, plain liv- 
ing and high thinking was the rule in 
her father’s house; and we find her 
older sisters reading the Greek Testa- 
ment with ease, while she herself, in 
spite of the almost unsurmountable 
difficulties in the way managed to cul- 
tivate her taste for vocal and instru; 
mental music; not only at Gorham 
Seminary and Belfast Academy, but 
later in Boston and Brooklyn. 

She began teaching very young as 
did all her sisters, five in number; and 
was for several years engaged with 
special reference to music at North 
Bridgton, Me., Hanover, N. H,, St. 


Johnsbury, Vt., Ohio Female College, 


of which the celebrated botanist, Al- 
phonso Wood, was then president; and 
from 1856 to 1859, with -her youngest 
sister, Miss Phebe Fuller McKeen, in 
the Western Female Seminary at Ox- 
ford, O. 


While there she was invited by the 


trustees of Abbot Academy, Andover, 
Mass., to become its principal, and to 
bring her sister with-her, as her first 
assistant. From 1859. to 1892, thirty- 
three years, she held that important 
position, and with the help of an able 
faculty, mainly of her own 8election, 
lifted a struggling institution with an 
uncertain future into one of the-—best 
known aud most successful schools of 
the land. In 1876 the trustees of Ab- 


bot Academy gave her and her sister 


leave of absence for a year*of foreign 
travel, paying their full salaries, and 
providing their substitutes. 

This tour was of incalculable advan- 
tage to Miss McKeen, stimulating a 
love of art which hadalways been keen, 
and enabling her to draw large interest 
from the rich store of accurate knowl- 
edge which had been Ler capital for 
the journey. _Upon her return, the 
systematic, enthusiastic study of the 
history of art took the prominent 
place it has since occupiéd in the curri- 
culum of the academy. In 1880 her be- 
loved sister, Miss Phebe, (as all old 
“seholars affectionately call her) died, 
leaving her to such loneliness and des- 


‘ olation as only those who have seen 
the two together can at all imagine or 
understan 

They had taught ie Sabai twenty- 
four years, and so remarkable was their 
union of mind and heart that it seemed 
almost magical. One could rot be un- 
derstood without the other, for the 
involved, rather than supplemented, 
each other. 

ut she prt her sorrow resolutely 
out of sight, that she might not sadden 
the young life around’ ‘her and for 
eighteen years longer, lived nobly and 


- SO 
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cheerfully. 
beautiful new Draper Hall. built for 
the accommodation. of the continually 
‘inc ig pupils of Abbot Academy; 
saw ample grounds added to the 
slender acre of first years, and best of 
all, that the opportunities for ‘the 
broader education of young women in- 
creased year by year. 

In 1892 she resigned her position as 


principal and went to live at Sunset |’ 


Todge, a house belonging to Abbot 
Academy, and of which the trustees 
had given her life use. 


Constantly busy, always intensely in-, 


terested in church and town.as well as 


school affairs; delighting as proudly | 


and simply as a young bride in her 
home, and in her ability to show gen- 
erous hospitality, giving not only of 
her material substance but of her rich 
furnisLing of mind and heart, she 
waited as she herself said, “until the 
Father should call her home,” 

The last year‘of her life was given 
to the writing and publishing of ‘‘Se- 
quel to Annals of Fifty Years,’”’ a con- 
clusion of the history of Abbot Acad- 
emy, which in connection with Miss 
Phebe she had written in 1879. Her 
interest in the sequel was untiring and 
resulted in a delightful book of incal- 
culable value to. the constituency of 
Abbot Academy and the educational 
world geuerally. 

She was mistress of an easy, direct, 
forcible style, and printed in news- 
papers and magazines entertaining and 
instructive sketches of Italian skies, 
Swiss mountains, palaces and cathe- 
drals, pictures and statues. In ad- 
dition, her pen was always at the com- 
mand of any worthy cause and many 
unsigned notices and criticisms in 
prominent journals are the fruit of her 
wide experience and inextinguishable 
hope. 

‘The above events, prominent though 
they.were in Miss “Moke 4 life, are 
important only as they  illdstrate her 
power in moulding the éharacter and 
shaping the destiny of hundreds of 
young women. 

It would be impossible to number 
the lettere or enumerate the tributes 
of respect which came to her in life, 
and are now received daily by her sor- 
rowing friends—tributes to her strength 
and sweetness, her wisdom and her 
sympathy, to her practical force and 
stimulating enthusiasm. Words can- 
not do justice to a life so refined, so 
energetic, so benevolent as hers. For- 
tunately no words are necessary for 
from Maine ‘to Japan she is alive’ and 
at work in the intense activities of 
mothers, authors and teachers, whom 
she has consecrated to the noblest work. 

And to-day, from east and west, 
north and south, from the rugged At- 
lantic and the smiling Pacific, comes 
like the voice of many waters, ‘‘Hail, 


hail, honor and blessing!’’ No child 
of hers, no daughter of Abbot Acade- 
my,can take up the active duties of 
the world without the knowledye that 
Life is Service, and that the highest 
glory she ever coveted for any one of 
us, is the glory of being a follower of 
Him who came among us to serve. So 
her spirit, the spirit with which she 
inspired her school, abides. forever a 
prayer and a benediction.

My Dear Susie: ° 

Yes, the time for berries has come and 
also for vegetables. You must never try 
to keep vegetables by merely placing 
them in jars of cold water. Some re- 
quire more careful treatment than this 
and some lesa Rhubarb will keep very 
nicely prepared in this way, but it is the 
only thing I know of that will. 

Your string beans (green) must be 
picked when young. Put a layer three 
or four inches deep in a small wooden 
keg or barrel; sprinkle in salt an inch 
deep, then put another layer of beans 
and then salt and so on until you have 
enough. Let the top layer be of salt. 
Cover with a piece of board which fits 
inside the keg. The salt and water will 
form a brine. When wanted soak the 
beans until the salt is removed, and 
then proceed as if they were fresh. 

Carrots, beans, beetroots, parsnips 
and potatoes keep best in a cellar bot- 
tom. If any earth adheres to them when 
taken from the ground do not remove it. 
Carefully cut off all sprouts from pota- 
toes or other stored vegetables. 

The young sprouts from turnips are 
Sometimes served as a salad er boiled 
tender in salt and water and served with 
butter and pepper. Cabbages set in 
earth in a good ceHar-will keep fresh 
all the season. Small close heads of 
cabbage may be kept many weeks by 
jJaying them in a cool place on a stone 
floor. They will whiten and become ten- 
der. Store onions are to be strung and 
hung in a dry, cool place. You will never 
have trouble with them if you are care- 
ful. 

Now about your fish. You say it broils 
black in spots. Probably the reason is 
that you do not roll it in the right kind 
of crumbs. Roil it in wheat flour, rolled 
crackers, grated stale bread or Indian 
ineal, whichever may be preferred. 
Wheat flour is the one I always use. Do 
not make the-mistake of putting egg 
on before rolling it in the crumbs, for 
that is what causes the mischief. An- 
other thing to be careful about is that 
the water is all dried off. After cleans- 
ing the fish, lay it on a clean towel, fold 
and dry out all the water. Then havea 
thick bottomed frying pan or spider 
with plenty of sweet lard (salted; a 
tablespoonful of salt to a pound’of lard) 
| for fresh fish which may not have been 
previously salted. Let it become bdil- 
ing hot and then lay the fish in and let it 
fry gently, until one side is a delicate 
brown, then turn the other. When done 
take up carefully and _ serve quickly 
or keep it covered with a tin cover and 
fet the dish where it will keep hot. You 
won’t have any more trouble if you fol- 
low directions, I am sure. 

Now about your table, and looking 
after the children’s manners. Let us 
begin at the soup, and remember to 
take soup by pushing the spoon from 
rather than towards yourself; to touch 
the napkins as little as possible; to ac- 
cept or decline what is offered instantly 
and quietly. These and other trifies 
must be taught the children; but the 
mother nearly always can judge the 
child as he develops as to whether he is 
well mannered or not. For table linen, 
the finest white damask holds the pref- 
erence, and the center piece is rather 
going out. Fewer flowers are seen and 
those in very low forms. /The dessert 
plates come in deep tones in Dresden 
china, and the doyley on which the fin- 
ger bowl rests should be immediately 
removed with the bowl. Menu cards are 
hand-painted, aithough many are seen 
on tinted cardboard. 

Do not, now that it is summer, load 
your table with heavy embroidery in 
red or any warm color. Have your ta- 
ble pure white and the dining room de- 
void of all heavy draperies or rugs. A 
few light draperies, a fern'and palm or 
two, will dress the room in a beautiful 
4s well as a tast manner. English 
ivy in & hanging jar of water makes an 
artistic ornament for a cornice or the 
center of the chandelier. A window box 
filled with dwarf nasturtiums? a vine 
growing through the meshes ofa draped 
tennis net, ali make pretty additions to 
a pleasant summer dining room. 

For the over-cloth, have a white and 
blue. or grass green and white, or some 
cool harmonizing color. Relegate your 
winter cloths to the sideboard drawer 
or linen Closet. On a cold rainy day in 
summer you can warm up the whole 
tuom by introducing the reds and golds 
of its winter weer for a day ortwo. Try 
it. You'll find it is so, for I have tried it. 
It is simply one of the many little re- 
sources of a .good mother and well 
trained housekeeper,

pepper. Serve very cold. 


CAKE MAKING, 

In making cake many little things 
should be attended to carefully, but the 
principal thing is to have-all the dry in- 
gredients thoroughly sifted, so that a 
large amount of air may be included, as 
this makes the cake light. When sweet 
milk and baking powder are required if 
half sweet and half sour milk is used, 
with a bit of soda to sweeten the sour 
milk, and the same amount of baking 
powder will make a much nicer cake. 
Baking powder and sweet milk are apt 
to make a hard cake, while sour milk and 
soda make a soft, moist cake. 


BUNS, . 

Break one egg in a-cup and fill with 
sweet milk; mix. with it half a cup of 
yeast, half a cup of butter, one cup of 
sugar, enough flour to make a soft 
dough and flavor with nutmeg. Let it 
rise till very light, then mould into bis- 
cuits, with a few currants. 

Let rise a second in the pan; bake and 
when nearly done glaze with a little 
molasses and milk. Use the same cup, 
no matter about the size, for each meas- 
ure. / 


CUCUMBER SALAD. 

«Remove all the green skin from the 
cucumbers and cut in thin slices into a 
bowl of ice water, in which they should 
stand for half an hour. Serve with 
cracked ice. The cucumbers should be 
mixed with a little vinegar and salt be- 
fore serving. Serve the dressing sepa- 
rately.. It- may be either French or may- 
onnaise dressing. 


FROZEN CREAM FIGS. 

Take a quart of rich milk (cream and 
milk mixed if possible), add: a cup of 
condensed milk and two cups of pulver- 
ized sugar. Mix a quart of peeled figs 
and blend them until very smooth. 
Freeze in a freezer with one third salt 
and two thirds chopped ice. 


PEAS. 

Shell the peas, wash and drain them 
well. Prepare salted water (not a brine) 
and boil them in it for a half an hour or 
possibly for three quarters. Season 


with ‘salt and plenty of sweet butter. 
When done put in a covered dish and 
serve hot. ‘

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BULLETIN ON CROPS. 


Abundant Yield ‘of Huy, Plenty of Oats, 
and Apples Short, ' 

Boston, July 13.—Weather Observer 
Smith reports that so far comparatively 
little dafnage has beén done, but the 
point has been reached where a con- 
tinuation of the dry weather will entail 
serious injury to grain, potatoes, vege- 
The soil is too dry for 
cultivation in many southern sections. 
Hoeing, iets in many sections is. 
completed. The weather has favored 
haying, which has been pushed with 
great success. “The light frost of the 
6th nipped the more tender vegetation 
in the lowlands of the northern states. 
The hailstorms of the 4th in the south- 
ern states was of sufficient violence in 
ey sections to injure crops, especially 
nm Connecticut. In parts of Rhode Isl- 
and and Connecticut the drought has 
ruined pastures, the grass being as “dry 
as hay” and feed becoming short. The 


week has restrained somewhat the ruin- 
ing effect of the drought. 

In parts of Maine, notably portions of 
Cumberland county, large crops of 
barley and oats are assured, There is 
still some complaint of oats rusting in 
Connecticut and western Massachu- 
setts. With few exceptions corn is 
growing rapidly and is improved in 
color. All agree that this crop is back- 
ward,from 10 days to two weeks. Rye 
is nearly ready for the reaper. : 

The ideal weather for hay hag been 
productive of most beneficial results. 
Haying has progressed with a rush and 
the grass has been gathered and housed 
in excellent condition. The warm, dry 
‘weather has fully matured the crop and 
the quality will be exceptionally fine. 
Capacity for storage is being taxed to 
the utmost on account of the generally 
large. yield, with-little or no loss. More 
than half of the erop is yet to cut In 
Maine. 

The apple crop as a whole will be 
short. In some sections of all states 
the trees are full of fruit, while in others 
there is practically mone, The dry, 
warm weather is considered favorable, 
though in some orchards the apples con- 
tinuetodrop. Other fruits will be fairly 
plentiful. r 

Potatoes, the principal. crop, remain 
highly promisthg for the entire district. 
While beetles are plentiful in some sec- 
tions, there is no complaint of serious 
damage by them. Unless injured by 
drought a bountiful crop seems certain, 
Garden vegetables of fine quality con- 
tinue plentiful. 

Berries continue plentiful, Black- 
berries and blueberries are threatened 
by drought. Cranberries, the chief 
agricultural industry of eastern Massa- 
aeatte, present a discouraging out- 

ook,

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SEWER WORK PROGRESSING. 


Must be Completed by next December, 
How the Italian Workmen Live. 


Good weather the’ first of the week 
made good progress in the construction 
of the sewer possible. Work had to be 
abandoned during the storm. ! 

The centre of the town is pretty well 
dug up now, but this state of thing will 
not last long providing pleasant weather 
prevails. ‘Ihe pipe will be laid in the ex- 
eavated section before many days, and if 
all goes well the business section of the 
town will not have to be disturbed again. 

Fairly good digging has been found by 
the woikmen so far." Some blasting has 
been necessary, however, and more is 


-expected on the hill,

good progress the past 
week. A gang of about 30 men from 
Andover, Lawrence and. Ballardvale has 
been employed, all the Itahans having 
been sent into the trenches, 

Work has been completed on Pearson 
Street, and partially se on Central and 
Essex Streets.. The trench through Elm 
Square from Essex'Street has been du 
this week. The excavation on High 
Street, near Carmel Woods Park, ‘has 
been begun. 

There will be few deep cuts necessary 
in the sewer. The deepest will be on 
Park Street where a depth of 13- 1-2 feet 
will be reached. 

The Italians who are working on the 
sewer receive about 12 1-2 cents an hour, 
and one-cent more an hour if they are 
experts with the shovel or pick. It costs 
them about a dollar a month for lodging 
in the shanty on High Street. Bread, 
cheese, beer, sardines. soup and coffee 
are their main diet. They purchase their 
esbelies from a storekeeper at the shanty. 
All cooking is done in a cookhouse near 
the barracks. Dinner is eaten by the 
men near where they are working, and 
supper is made the principal meal. 

Their shanty consists of one long room 
and bunks are provided by placing three 
sets of shelves along each wall of the 
structure. 


According to the contract Engineer |’ 


Winslow must have the sewer constructed 
by the middle of next Devember. Unless 
bad weather prevails, the work will prob- 
ably be completed before that time. The 
storm this week has filleé the trenches 
with water and hindered progress con- 
siderably.

St. Aug. Church, Lansingburgh, N. Y., 
July 12, 1898. 
Editor of Andover Townsman— 
Dear Sir: 
Having arrived at my destination, I 


deem it my first duty toinform my late 
charge and the good citizens of Andover 


through the Townsman, that I was most 
cordially received by the clergy and laity 
of this church to whom I am no stranger. 
I preached here last Sunday at late mass, 
having in my audience many professional 
men not of our faith. The church is a 
magnificent one and has been recently re- 
nicdelted and frescoed in oil at a great 
expense. There are between five and. 
six hundred childred in *the Sunday 
school. A portion of my work here is to 
be chaplain of the Sisters of St. Joseph’s

I visited Greenwich on my way to Lan- 
singburgh and spenta few hours very 
pleasantly with dear old friends, 

As to my lateeharge at Andover, 
words can feebly express the debt of 
gratitude I owe them for their many 
manifestations of kind greetings and gen- 
erous contributions towards the erection 
of the pew church which it was not my 
good fortune to be allowed to finish, 
My worthy successur, will, doubtless 
have that glory. 

The financial report of my administra- 
tion during the last four years shows 
how generous the people have been, the 
debt now being nov larger than I found 
there. Nor was thatall, before my de- 
parture, I was presented with a large roll 
of greenbacks for my personal use. 
Many of the young ladies of Bar Harbor, 
Me., contributed toward this gift a por- 
tion of which with the Superiors’ per- 
mission I will spend on my vacation. 
The balance will be spent in a way agree- 
able to the donors. 

Among the many expressions of regret 
manifested by the citizens of Andover at 
my departure, I prize most highly the 
beautiful letter of that most Christian 
gentleman, Prof. C. F. P. Bancroft, Prin- 
cipal of Phillips Academy. ;

Whether Mr. Méars was enforcing the 
law accoriling to his interpretatidn and 
idea of impartiality, or whether he was 
gratifying some personal . teeling, it 
would be very difficult to._prove. » But it 
is evident that he has made an exhibition 
of his inefficiency that can nut long have 
the approval of an equitable public. 
‘itis a well known fact that the at- 
tempt to enforce the Sunday law about 
three years ago proved a farce, and that 
those who showed-a-willingness to_abide 
by the law and for a time did ia 
were the sufferers financially, while 


those who took no notice of the orders: 


were benefitted. In face of this well 
known fact Chief of Police Mears said in 
court July 5th, that he was net person- 
ally aware that there were other vio- 
laters of the Sunday law. Does be ex- 
pect the citizens of Andover to believe 
this statement? He also stated that he 
was not aware that I sold tood and kept 
alunch room. But my books snow that 
he has bought food there himself.

ingness to abide by the law if enforced.

Believing in that grand principle of 
justice, That, “Every man is free to do 
that whieh he wills, provided he in- 
fringes not the equal freedom of any 
other man,” I am duty bound to pro- 
test of any injustice that does not give 
me the like freedom of my fellow citi- 
zens, ne ‘ 

“Each citizen wants to live, and to live 
as fully as his surroundings permit. 
This being the desire ofall, it results that 
all, exercising joint control,’ are inter- 
ested in seeing that while each does not 
suffer from breach of the relation be- 
tween acts and ends in his own person, 
he shall not break those relations in the 
persons of others. The incorpernaer 
mass of citizens bas to maintain the con- 
ditions under which each may gain the 
fullest life compatible with the fullest 
lives Of fellow citizens.” The principles 
embodied in a government “‘uf the peuple 


by the people” are self-evident, and that! 


such principles have been violated in this 
discrimination, there is no question. An 
officer, with a little more sense of justice 


and a beiter conception of his relations 


to his fellow citizens, would never have 
committed such a blunder.

WORK OF CONGRESS, 


Congreseman Knox Spenks of, Legislation 
Considered, 


Congressman: Knox. has_ returned 


home from Washington. A> large 


amount of legislation has been accom- 
plished at the session of congress just 
closed. The affairs of Cuba and Ha- 
wali have received much attention, as 
is well known, and a large part of the 
time has also been taken up in provid- 
ing means with which to carry on the 
war, Speaking to aTownsman reporter 
the congressman said: There - was 
no lack of patriotism but after the war 
was declared the democrats did at- 
tempt to force upon the country their 
method of finances in the use of silver 
and greenbacks as a means of meeting 


| the expenses, 


Congressman Knox was numbered 
among the annexationists on the Ha- 
waiian matter. “It has been settled 
well and I believe right,” was his com- 
ment upon the action -of the govern- 
ment. As to other important legisla- 
tion he referred to the voting down of 
the Teller resolution, and the enact- 
ment of the bankruptcy law. The lat- 
ter,, he declared, had, been sought for 
by the republican party for many 
years. 

The committee on _ territories of 
which Congressman Knox as chairman 
had several protracted hearings dur- 
ing the session relative to the admis- 
sion of New Mexico, Oklahoma and Ar- 
izona, to statehood, which was finally 
refused. Another matter to come be- 
fore the committee was the question 
of providing a form of civil govern- 
ment for Alaska. This is still in abey- 
ance, The subject will receive .consid- 
eration during the vacation and _ the 
congresman expressed the opinion: that 
a bill would be.presented at the next 
session. , 

The state aid papers, under the new 
law, are being completed by City 
Auditor Shea. So far, 34 cases have 
been considered. 

Two cases of measles and one of 
diphtheria were reported to the board 
of health today. 

According to the interpretation of 
the revenue stamp law by City Clerk 
Coreora the undertaker returns and 
the physicians. certificates turned over 
to the board of health on the death re- 
turn must each have a 10 cent revenue 
stamp affixed. Although the law has 
been in effect several days the stamps 
have not been used on the returns. 

The annual reports of the board, of 
health are being sent out to the boards 
in different cities. —

Busy Career Ended. 

Washington, July 12.—Admiral Am- 
men, whose death was reported Mon- 
day, was executive officer of the North 
Atlantic blockading squadron af the 
outbreak of the-rebellion, At the re- 
duction of Port Royal, Nov. 7, 1861, he 
commanded the Seneca, of the South 
Atlantic blockading squadron, and was 
sent ashore to hoist the Union flag over 
the surrendered forts and to hold them 
till the army took possession. He-com- 
manded the forces entering via Whale 
branch in the attack on Port Royal 
ferry, and was also engaged in the opera- 
tions against Fernandina. He com- 
manded the Patapsco in the attack on 
Fort McAllister and Fort Sumter. In 
May, 1864, he was ordered to Aspinwall 
in command of 220 seamen as passengers 
on board the California passenger 
steamer, Ocean Queen. Two days out 
from New York a well organized mutiny 
was suppressed by him, aided by several 
officers and-a few volunteers among the 
passengers. Subsequently Admiral 
Ammen participated in the two attacks 
on Fort Fisher in the winter of 1864-65. 
He reached the grade of rear admiral in 
1887. Of his service 21 years and one 

month were spent at sea.

Boston, July 18:—The weakness in 
butter which was noticeable a week 
ago has disappeared, and those who 
were looking for a decline in July have 
bout made up their minds that fine 
creamery will not go any lower this 
month, But as a larger proportion of 
the receipts show hot weather defects, 
a wider range must be quoted for that 
unusually graded full extra, and for 
that reason some lots can be purchased 
at a lower price than a week or two 
ago. ‘ 

So far as the volume of sales here 
is concerned, there is; no improvement,

WAR REVENUE DECISIONS, 


WASHINGTON, July 12—The law di- 
vision of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
is working ‘overtime in the effort to re- 
spond to the queries. that are made re- 


garding the construction of the War 
Revenue bill,. Among the more impor- 
tant rulings: that--have been made by 
Commissioner Scott are these: 

A personal bond issue in connection 
with a trust deed must be stamped; al- 
so certificates of acknowledgment of 
deeds and mortgages. 

Brokers must pay the tax of $50 for 
every place at which they do business, 
including branch offices wherever they 
receive orders and disburse money, 

A policy of-insurance in any form, 
reinsurance or otherwise, must be 
stamped. A permit indorsed on the 
policy for the removal of the insured 
property need not be stamped. = 

Checks issued by a city or county offi- 
cer upon the official deposits of the cor- 
poration need not be stamped. Gener- 


|ally all official documents signed by a 


state, county or city official are exempt. 

Checks, mortgages and similar docu- 
ments signed by officials of building 
and loan associations must be stamped, 
«When a draft is accepted for pay- 
ment it must be stamped, although it 
was stamped when issued. 

A railroad company need stamp only 
the original and one duplicate of a bill 
of lading. If the government or any- 
body else wants more copies they must 
pay for the stamps on them. 

Liquors bottled for sale must be 
stamped at the time of bottling, irres- 
pective of the fact that they may be 
kept in stock to be “aged” before sale. 

A travelling salesman, selling by 
sample, although he may work on a 
commission, is not a commercial brok- | 
er within the meaning of the law. 

A judgment note must be stamped. 

A check, draft, or mopey order uvon 
anybody must be stamped. The law is 
not restricted in this regard to the op- 
eration of banks. P 

Respecting the status of mutual in- 
Surance companies whose operations 
are exempted by the law the commis- 
sioner says: ‘Whenever the business of 
the association or company’. goes be- 
yond the point of protection for its own 
property then it is taken out of the ex- 
emption. If it carries on business for 
profit or benefit to the company or its 
members, save that of mutual protec- 
tion to the property of its members, 
then it is not exempt.” 

Commissioner Scott’s letter fixing up- 
on railroad and express companies the 
responsibility for attaching. stamps to 
the receipts of bills of lading issued by 
them is as follows:

In my opinion it was the intention 
of congress to place the stamp tax 
required for bills of lading and re 
ceipts issued by railroad and exe: 
press companies and carriers gener- 
ally upon the compantes and corpo- 
rations ahd not upon the shipper. 

If the carriers are contesting the 

matter and are refusing goods of- 

fered for transportation, except up- 
on condition of the payment by the 
shipper of the price of the stamp, 
the internal revenue laws afford no 
remedy. Whether the laws pre- 
scribing the obligations of common 
carriers, if appealed to would afford 
aremedy, is a question for the 
courts to decide. -

a BLANCO PROTESTS. 


Says Spain Cannot Treat For Peace With- 
out Dishonoring Her Army. 
London, July 13.—A special dispatch 
from Madrid published this afternoon, 
says Captain General Blanco has replied 
to the Spanish government's reiterated 
representations in regard to peace, by 
energetically protesting against the idea 
of peace. The captain general says the 
report that the government has resolved 
to negotiate with the United States has 
had a deplorable effect,..especialiy 
among the troops. He udds that a dep- 
utation of officers chosen by the army 
had begged him to convey to the gov- 
ernment their protests against any 
propositions for peace, claiming that 
nothing can justify a cessation of hos- 
tilities at present. ; 
Continuing, General Blanco ‘%aysr 
“The army has only just come into ac- 
tion, and thus far cannot be said td 


have suffered a-reverse, although op-.’ 


posed numerically to a far stronger. 
force. The deputation declares that so 
long as it is not conclusively proved that 
the troops are incapable of successfully 
defending Cuba, Spain cannot treat.for 
peace without dishonoring her army in 
the éyest of the world.

They declare they will not 
recognize any agreement concluded un- 
der the present conditions, and that even 
deserted by Spain they will continue the 
war themselves. . 


Bank Robbery Solved, ; 

Boston, July 14.—By the arrest of 
Caroline Saucier in Montreal last Thurs- 
Gay, followed by that of Edward Pare, 
hér brother in Manchester, on Saturday, 
and finally by that of William Henry 
Hold in this ‘city yesterday, it is believed 
that the parties who were concerned in 
the robbery of the Dominion bank at 
Napanee, Ont., ‘on Aug. 27, 1897, have at 
last been apprehended. In the posses- 
sion of all three of the persons arrested 
were found bills stolen from the bank, 
but of the $33,000 taken less than one- 
third has as yet been recovered. A 
greater part of this money is in Domin- 
ion bank bills, $10,000 of which were 
“stolen, with the signature of the cashier 
missing, but on the bills recovered the
